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Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 -5 and 1 6-1 8, drawn to a tablet for oral administration of indium 
comprising specific amounts of indium sulfate, caffeine, cocoa powder, 
ethyl cellulose, zinc oxide, copper (II) oxide, magnesium oxide, potassium 
iodide, selenium amino acid chelate, chromium amino acid chelate and 
manganese amino acid chelate, and method of producing such a tablet, 
classified in multiple subclasses in classes 424 and 514, such as 424/617, 
635, 641, 643, 650, 655, 670, 688-689, 702, class 514/419, 423, 556, 561- 
562, 563-565, 567. 

II. Claims 6-15 and 19-20, drawn to a tablet for oral administration of indium 
comprising at least one indium salt and at least one excipient, and method 
of orally administering such a tablet, classified in class 424/650 and 
514/492. 

The two inventions are distinct because they are formulated differently. Group I 
is limited to a specific tablet comprising 1 1 different ingredients, including indium sulfate, 
at specific amounts. In contrast, all that Group II requires is any indium salt + an 
excipient. Clearly these two inventions are patentably distinct because they are 
directed to materially different compositions with distinct composition ingredients. 

There would be undue burden on the Examiner if the restriction were not 
required. Nutritional supplement field is a broad and challenging field to search. A 
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quick GOOGLE search using any nutritional supplement concept will give an idea as to 
the vast volume of potential prior art. The prior art is not sequestered conveniently in 
any one given database that is readily searchable. The patent classification is 
divergent, and the literature search burden for just one of the invention group would 
already be quite serious due to the demanding task of culling through potential prior art 
nutritional supplement documents. Therefore, taken with the separate classification of 
the two inventions, the divergent literature search that would be required, and the 
already sufficient burden of searching and examining just one invention group, the 
additional burden of examining both invention groups would be undue. 

For these reasons of distinctness and undue burden, the restriction requirement 
as set forth above is deemed to be proper. 

A telephone call was made to Mr. Weiss on 1/24/2006 to request an oral election 
to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
